on an ifland, about twenty miles from 
the fort, lent a number of Indians to 
fearch tor them, who found to the va- 
lue of 80001. and were in hopes of find- 
ing more; and that a French vetlel, en- 
tirely laden with beaver, had founder- 
ed on the Jake, and her crew, confift- 
ing of 41 men, all perifhed. 

The mol? fouthern expedition has made 
little progrefs. Advicestrom Pitttburgh, 
dated Aug. 15. inform, that at feven 
that evening three Indians had arrived 
there trom Venango, who faid, that 
the French had burnt their forts at Ve- 
nango, Prefque Ile, and ja Beut, and 
were gone to d’Etroit. Before they 
left Venango, they gave the Indians li- 
ving in that neighbourhood, large pre- 
fents of goods, Jaced coats, hats, Ge. 
and told them they were obliged then 
to leave them, but expected to be again 
in poileflion of the Ohio before next 
{fpring. They were obliged to burn and 
deftroy almott every thing they had, e- 
ven their batteaus, as the waters were 
fo low that they could not get them up 
the creek.

Among 
the Romans, we find, that whilft they 
preferved their liberties, their candi- 
dates at elections difplayed the triumph- 
ant laurels they had won, or the ho- 
nourable wounds they had received, in 
fighting the battles of their country 5 
but when they began to fhew ‘their in- 
famous purfes, inftead of their honour- 
able wounds, faction, fedition, and ci- 
vil wars enfued, and flavery foon be- 
came the confequence: for a man whe 
has been accuftomed to vote for a bribe 
at elections, againft the intereft of his 
country, may eafily, if he has courage, 
be tempted, by a bribe, to fight againit 
the liberties of his country. Cefar 
knew this; therefore he firft bribed the 
Romans to vote, and then he bribed 
them to fight for the eftablifhment of 
his fole and abfolute power. 

It is thus evident, that a well-efta- 
blifhed militia is necefiary, not only for 
defending us again{t foreign invafions, 
but alfo for defending our liberties a- 

gainft any domettic invalion : therefore 
it is to be hoped, that thofe gentlemen 
who have fo honourably begun, will ne- 
ver defift, until they have made it fa- 
fhionable for every gentleman and man 
of fubftance in the kingdom, to befiow 
fome part of his time, while he is young, 
in learning the neccfJary duties and ex- 
ercifes of a foldier. Tn which I am far 
from including all the prefent punctilios 


in the exercife of the firelock: for, 
ceonlidering the fuperior Rrength, agili- 
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ty, and fteady refolution of our men in 


general, even our regular troops ought 


to bring every aétion in which they hap- 
pen to be engaged, as foon as pollible, 
to a decifion by the fword, or the 
{crewed bayonet. It appears to be by 
this fort of conduét that the King of 
Proflia has made himfelf fuperior to his 
nore numerous enemies, in every place 
where they were not protected by inac- 
cellible incampments, or numerous bat- 
teries ; and in this way of fighting, the 
exercife of the firelock itfelf has very 
little to do; for they neither recharge, 
nor give the enemy time todofo, This, 
furely, is a more natural, and a more 
manly way of fighting, than to ftand 
popping at one another for an hour or 
two together ; which women might do, 
if they had refolution to ftand it, and 
could without any concern fee their 
companions killed or wounded. Be- 
fides, to truft entirely to firing, isin a 
great meafure to truft the fate of the 
battle to the caft of a die: for iti a 
chance how many of the fhot take 
place; and this chance is increafed by 
the great care now taken, that a bat- 
talion, or platoon, fhall fire all at once, 
and make as it were but one report ; 
becaufe it prevents the foldiers either 
from taking aim, or levelling their 
pieces according to the nature of the 
ground which they and the enemy ftand 
on.

A letter fuppofed to be written by the Moor- 


fecretary in London, to his correspond: 
ent in Fez. 


London, 

N my laft I gave you fome account of 
our reception here; of the hoofes, 
philofophy, and ftrange cuftoms of this 
proud people. J fhall confine my pre- 
fent letter only to their religion. The 
Englith profefs their belief only in one 
fupreme being, and pretend to pay their 
adoration to him alone. But this is all 
a mere pretence: for, befides fome li- 
ving divinities, to whom they pay ho- 
mage, there are a number of inanimate 
beings, to which every night they de- 
voutly facrifice: and this you may be 


convinced T have from ocular proof, in 


one of thole afemblies where fuch rites ; 


[ Lan{quenet] are performed, and where 
Icalually happened to enter. 

The firft objet that {truck me was a 
Jarge fquare altar, covered with green 
velvet, lighted by tapers in the middle, 
and furrounded by feveral perfons, who 
are feated in the fame manner as the ne- 
groes, our neighbours, when they fa- 
crifice to the moon, 

Upon my entering this affembly, one 
of the members, who was apparently 
the facrificing prieft, flung down on the 
altar feveral leaves of a little book, 
which he held in his hand, one leaf af- 
ter the other. On each of thefe leaves 
were reprefented feveral figures, very ill 
painted; but which could be no other 
than the images of their divinities. And 
of this I was foon convinced: for as he 


diftributed thefe pictures about, each of — 


the affiftants Jaid on an offering, ac- 
cording to the warmth of his devotion. 
I could eafily obferve, that thefe offer- 
ings were much greater than thofe piven 
up in their temples appointed for univer. 
fal worthip. | 

After this part of the ceremony, the 
high prieft holds the reft of the little 
book in his hand, which feems to trem- 
ble, and remains fome time as if {truck 
with religious horror. All the afhft- 
ants, attentive to what he is going to 
perform, feem fufpended and motion- 
lefs alfo, like him. Soon, however, he 
begins to turn the leaves, while the af- 
fiftants feem to fuffer alternately the 
moft violent agitation, in proportion as 
the fpirit feems to have power over 
them. One difplays his triumph with 
a roar of rapture; one fixes his eyes up- 
on the image before him, and gnafhes 


his teeth with rage and indignation; @ — 


third fits in gloomy filence, with all the 
paffions by turns taking poffeffion of his 
face. In fhort, they all feem fo fright- 
fully diftorted, and fuffer fuch changes 
of countenance, that they no longer 
appear to be human creatures. But no 
foonerhas the high prieft turned a cer- 
tain leaf of the little book, than he him- 
felf becomes furious, tears the book, 


and fometimes eats it for vexation, o- 
verturns 
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- verturns the altar, and curfes the facri- 


fice. Nothing is heard but complaint, 
groans, and imprecations. Upon {eee 
ing them fo tranfported, and fo furious, 
I cannot forbear being of opinion, that 
the divinity they profefs to adore is a 
jealous divinity, who, to punifh them 
for facrificing to another, gives them 
up each to a feparate demon, to be 
tormented and difpofed of at plea- 
fure. lam, Se.

—Confidering the prefent condition 
of France, fallen from its alarming 
power and greatnefs, into the loweft 
diftrefs and impotence; unfortunate in 
its military operations in every quarter 
of the globe; beaten all Europe over 
by fea and land ; its fleets failing, only 
to be deftroyed; its armies marching, 
only torun away; without trade; with- 
out credit ; {topping payments, proteft- 
ing bills, and to all intents and purpo- 
fesa bankrupt nation; their king, the 
princes of the blood, the nobility, and 
the clergy, carrying in all their plate 
to be coined, for the prefent extreme 
exigency of their affairs; difappointed 
aid baffled in all their {chemes on the 
continent, and taught to think no more 
Of invafiens, by the deftruction of the 
Only flee: they had left: I fay, confi- 
dering all thele circumftances, it is not 
Unnatural to imagine, that a period 
will foon be put to the troubles of

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Europe. France, unable to carry on 
the war, muft foon be reduced to the 
neceflity of fuing for peace ;—— and up- 
on this fuppofition I fhall beg leave to 
offer a few confiderations to you, as to 
the perfons on whom the fate of this 
country depends; an attention to which, 
before you enter upon any negotiation, may 
perhaps affitt you in directing this nego-. 
tiation to fuch an iffue, as may be e- 
qually honourable to yourfelves, and 

ufeful to the public. 
One of the firft matters relative to 
the negotiation will be, the choice of 
plenipotentiaries, And as much will de- 
pend upon this, I cannot but lament 
the difficulties you have to encounter, 
before you will find fuch as the public 
will have reafon to thank you for. I 
am not totally unknowing in the cha- 
racters and capacitics of many among 
the great ; but when I caft my eyes a- 
round me, I own that 1 am much fur- 
prifed, and ftill more grieved, to find fo 
few among us, capable of condutting 
the arduous tafk of making a peace. 
Whether this hath arifen from neglect in 
the education of our men of quality ; or 
whether the qualifications which fit 
them for ftatefinen have been neglected, 
in comparifon of fuch as fit them for Ar- 
thur’s or Newmarket ; or whether it 
be owing to the ftate policy fo fy{tema- 
tically adopted of late years, of giving 
places, not to the perfons who can beft 
execute the bufinefs, but to thofe who 
can beft do a job: whatever be the caufe, 
the fact is certain. Times have been, 
when we might have expected to fee one 
named to fuch an important office, mere- 
ly becaufe he was a favourite, or a fa- 
vourite’s favourite; becaufe he was con- 
nected with this minifter, or was a re- 
lation of that great man. But if we 
have too frequently trifled with our na- 
tional concerns, by trufting them in 
fuch hands, I need not fay, that there 
are circumftances at prefent which give 
vs reafonable ground for hoping, that 
the fame fagacity, and defire to ferve 
the public, which hath found out and 
employed the propereft perfons to con- 
duct the operations of the war, will be 
exerted to find out the propereft perlons 
4X2 (few 
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(few as there are to be found) to con- 
duct the deliberations of the treatv.. 

But if proper perfons cannot be found 
amongit us, there is a very defirable al- 
ternative {till in your power. Fix the 
Scene of negotiation, where indeed, for 
the honour of our country, I could with. 
to fee it fixed ; name no other plenipo- 
tentiaries to eonduct the peace, but 
vhote minifters who dire&ted the war ;.and 
a treaty of London in fuch hands, will 
make ample amends for our wretched 
management at Utrecht. 

But let peace be never fo well made, 
it is feldom religioufly adhered to by the 
parties whofe intere(t it is to break it, and’ 
who think they are in fuch circumfiances 
as to be able to break it with impuvity.— 
{f {uch infidelity be too common amongtt 
princes in general, Jong experience 
teaches us, that the nation with whom 
we are foon to treat, excells us, at 
leaft, in this part of policy: for no 
cords are {trong enough to bind it,

ture, when the diltrefles of the French 


will oblige them to confent to terms of

iving us fuch proofs 
of their fincerity, dzfore any negotiation

What proof of their {inccrity I would 
recommend it to you to demand, what 
concefjions it willbe neceflary to infift 
upon, I fhall mention, after having fa- 
tisfied you, by a detail of jome particu- 
Jars, that fuch demands as ] would pro. 
pofe cannot be looked upon as the info- 
jence of a conqueror, but as the wile 
foreficht of a people, whom dear-bought 
experience hath taught the proper way

It may not therefore be unneceflary 
to place before your eyes fome of the

By the peace of Weftphalia, in 1648, 
the Upper and Lower Alface was ceded 
to France. In this country there were 
ten imperial cities, whole privileges and 
liberties were in the moft folemn man- 
ner fecured by the fame treaty, which 
exprefsly fays, “ That they fhal! pre. 
ferve their freedom; and that the King 
of France fhall not aflume over them a- 
ny thing more than the bare ripht of 
protection.” Yet the ten imperial ci- 
ties were foon humbled to receive the 
French yoke, and remaim now latting 
monuments of what others may expect. 

Lewis XIV. upon his marriage with 
the Infanta of Spain, did, jointly with 
her, make a formal renunciation of all 
her rights to fucceed to any part of the 
Spanith poffeffions. And yet, feven 
years had fcarcely elapfed, before Flan- 
ders was again attacked with unparallel- 
Jed infolence, on pretence of thole very 
rights which had been fo lately renoun- 
ced, and which, even though they had 
not been renounced, mult have appeared 
chimerical, unlefs a filter can havea right 

to fucceed in preference to her brother. 

The peace of Nimeguen, m'1679, was 
fearce figned before it was fhamefully 
violated. The decrees of the chambers 
of Re-union, by which Lewis XIV. fei- 
zed {fo many territories to which he had 
not the leaft right; the farprifal of 
Strafburg, and the blockade of Luxem- 
burg, fhewed fuch a wantonnels of per- 
fidy, as no hiftory of the moft barba- 
rous and unpolifhed favages could ex- 
ceed, and jufily drew upon the common 
opprefiur the joint vengeance of offended 
Europe. 

The Partition treaty, folemuly rati- 
fied to preferve that tranquillity which 
the treaty of Ry{wick had reftored 
to Europe, was no fooner made, than — 
it was fhamefully abandoned by the | 
court of France, upon pretences that 
will juftify every injuftice.

Let us next trace the French infideli- 
ty with regird to Nova Scotia or Aca- 
dias Though that province had been 
yielded to us at Utrecht, we had taken 
very few fteps to fettle it effectually, till 
1749, after the peace of Aix-la-Cha- 
pelle [xi. g9.]... And then the French 
court bepan to fpeak out, and infift fe- 
rioufly in memorials, that the country 
ceeded to us under the name of Nowa 
Scotia, comprehended only the penin/ula, 
and did not extend beyond the ¢/hmus. 
Whereas the charters ot K. James 1. to 
Sir William Alexander, and Sir Wil- 
liam’s own map, as old as the charter, 
demonftrate, that the ancient Limits ot 
the country fo named, included a vaft 
tract of land, befides the peninfula, 
reaching along the coaft till it joined 
New England ; and extending up the 
country till it was bounded by the 
fouth fide of the river St Lawrence. Of 
fuch an extent of country they had 
formed a plan to rob us; hoping, no 
doubt, to find the fame fupinenefs in the 
Britifh adminiftration which had over- 
loeked their former incroachments. 
With this view they defired, that com- 
miflaries might meet to fettle the limits ; 
promifing not to act in America till 
thofe commiflaries fhould agree, or the 
conferences break up. But while the 
commiflaries trifled away their time at 
Paris, the ufurpations went on in Ame- 
rica; incurfrons were frequently made 
into the peninfula of Acadia, the pof- 
feffion of which they did not pretend to 


difpute with us; forts were built by 


them in feveral places, and particularly

was awake, indeed, to every fcheme of

time of full peace, that controverfy 
which they themfelves had agreed fhould 
be amicably adjufted by their commiffa- 
ries; and furnifhing a lafting warning 
to us, THAT A TREATY WHICH 
LEAVES POINTS OF CONSEQUENCE 
TO BE DETERMINED BY ANY AFTER 
CONFERENCES, ONLY SERVES TO 
LIGHT UP ANOTHER WAR. 

While the French ufurpations went 
on fo infolently in Nova Scotia, the 
plan was carrying on with equal perfidy 
on the banks of the Ohio; a country, 
the inhabitants of which had been in al- 
liance with the Englifh above an hun- 
dred years ago; to which alfo we hada 
claim, as being a conqueft of the Five 
Nations, and from which, therefore, 
the French were excluded by the 15th 
article of the treaty of Utrecht, above 
recited. But the poffeffion of the Ohio 
was abfolutely neceflary, that the great 
plan of connecting Canada with Lonifi- 
ana might fucceed: and therefore they 
began their hoftilities againft us, in that 
country, the wery year of the peace of 
Aix-la-Chapelle ; oppofed our plan of a 
new fettlement, (which had been thought 
of by us above forty years betore) ; in- 
fulted our traders, plundered and made 
them prifoners; and in 1754, having 
defeated Wafhington, and deftroyed cur 
fort, they built sheir fort Du Quefne ; 
and troops were fent daily from France 
to fecure the poffeffion of this, and of 
their new and important ufurpations. 

No doubt the French minifters flat- 
tered themfelves, that England, inat- 
tentive to the interefts of its colonies 
for fo many years before, and who, fo 
lately, had fubmitted to a difadvanta- 
geous peace, would not have the fpirit 


to oppofe force to force, and do itfelf — 
juftice by other weapons than the com- 


plaints of Lord Albemarle, and the mes 
morials of Mr Mildmay. But the hour 


of vengeance was at laft come; the ine 
terefts of the kingdom were attended to 
by thofe in power; the infinite import- 
ance of our American colonies was une 
derftood, and a refolution taken to have 


recourfe to arms. And thus England, 
which, 
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Dec.1759. 
which, for half a century, ha! been en- 
gaged in every body’s quarrels but its 
own, began the prefent war, a war tru- 
ly NATIONAL. 

If there be merit in this fpirited con- 
duct, tell your enemies, my Lord, that 
you, and a near relation of yours, 
(whofe memory will always be refpect- 
ed), had then the chief direétion of pu- 
blic bufinefs. And you, Szr, will par- 
don me for paying this compliment to 
thofe who began the war with /pirit ; 
while I, at the fame time, declare it as 
my opinion, that your coming into 
power after it was begun, has contri- 
buted to its being carried on with a fuc- 
cefs equally glorious and important. 
But before 1 make the application of 
the above deduction concerning our A- 
merican complaints, it will be proper 
to mention another moft important in- 
ftance of French perfidy, in Europe. 
Dunkirk, by its fituation almoft op- 
pofite the mouth of the Thames, had

The Regent, however, was refolved 
to fupport his cliim to the crown of 
France, in exclufion of the Spanith 
branch ; and as the affiftance of Eng- 
land was neceflary for this purpofe, he 
was wife enough to do us juftice, by 
carrying into execution, in fome degree, 
the article relating to Dunkirk. 

But fucceeding adminiftrations in 
France not being influenced by the fame 
private views, Dunkirk begin gradual- 
ly to rife from its ruins ; its port again 
received fhips; its trade flourifhed ;

military genius, almoft totally extin- 
guifhed, and to train the inhabitants of 
our country to the exercile of arms; if

furely every individual, as well as every 
collective body of men, who are a@u- 
ated by the leaft {park of patriotifm, 
are called upon to exert their utmok 
influence, in erder to obtain the efta- 
blifhment of a Mrtivia in Scotland, 
Aad for this purpofe a more favourable 
conjuncture than the prefent never did 
prefent itfelf.

rican war, our foreign garrifons, the 
fuccours fent to our allies in Germany, 
have left few troops in the ifland; and 
the defence of the capital, fo neceflary 
to be attended to, has left Scotiand al- 
mott without a foldier ; by which means 
her extenfive coafts, and numerous bays 
and harbours, all lie open and guard- 
lefs, inviting, as it were, an enemy.— 
The panic into which the whole king- 
dom was thrown by the failing of a few 
French frigates, with a handful of 
troops on board [535.], is too recent a 
proof of our defencelefs fituation, and 
the fenfe we entertain of it. Eng- 
land has lately obtained a mILITIA- 
BILL, and already tafte the fweets of it. 
Twenty-five battalions of well-clothed, 
well-armed, and well-difciplined troops, 
fecure, at this moment, the internal

Whether the committee might not 
take upon them to defire the heritors of 
the feveral counties in Scotland to af- 
femble, and to take the affair of a mili- 
tia under their confideration, and to 
appoint fome perfon to report their fenfe 
of it to the committee, and impower 
that perfon to concur, in their name, 
with the committee in a general appli- 
cation to parliament ? 

Whether this might not be done ina 
very {hort {pace of time, and the BILt. 
brought into parliament immediately ats 
ter the Chriftmas holydays? 

Whether it is not of the atmoft con- 
fequence to raife the militia againft next 
{fpring, as the fummer is the only fea- 
fon proper for exercifing and reviewing 
the men, and as it is then we have molt:
